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Recycling centre opening hours to be cut 


■ County council proposes weekend closure to appease local residents

WEEKEND closure of 
Bridport’s Household Re¬ 
cycling Centre may be the 
only option if the site’s 
temporary planning con¬ 
sent is to be extended for a 
sixth time. 

Dorset County Council 
has proposed the weekend 
closure to appease nearby 
residents, following com¬ 
plaints about the most re¬ 
cent application for 
planning consent. 

This would leave Brid- 
port residents facing week¬ 
end trips to sites across the 


border in Crewkerne and 
Chard for up to three years 
until the new waste trans¬ 
fer station is built. 

Bridport Town Council 
discussed the proposal at 
Monday night’s plans com¬ 
mittee and concluded that, 
at best, restricted opening 
hours at weekends would 
be needed to deal with de¬ 
mand or it could lead to 
widespread fly-tipping. 

Councillors also asked 


that Bridport be treated as 
a “special case” during this 
period with extra kerbside 
collections of waste and re- 
cyclables. 

Leader of the town coun¬ 
cil, Councillor Dave 
Rickard said: “They should 
at least look at opening for 
restricted hours. 

“Opening on Saturday 
morning shouldn’t disap¬ 
point people too much as 
most people are out and 


about at that time anyway. 

“I’d like to see we rec¬ 
ommend not having a blan¬ 
ket closure.” 

Calls for restricted hours 
were met with concern by 
town surveyor Daryl 
Chambers who said con¬ 
centrated usage of the site 
would lead to a “complete 
bottleneck” of traffic down 
South Street. 

Dorset County Council's 
head of waste management 
Steve Burdis said: “We are 
in discussions with the 
county council’s planning 
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officers to try and find a recycling facility open 
suitable solution to keep while we work to deliver a 
the South Street household much needed waste man-

The most 
local to Bridport is the site at Dibdin View (Flaxhayes) 
for 57 new homes’ which should be complete next 
spring. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

Running a post office in rural New Zealand - being a 
combination of a childhood desire to run a post office 
and an evolving desire to live in New Zealand. 

■ WHERE is the best place you have visited? 

I’ve been fortunate enough to visit many countries and 
recently spent five months away from work travelling 
with my family so a difficult one to answer - but perhaps 



the most unusual place - because of what is there - is 
Moeraki on the east coast of New Zealand’s South Island. 
The beach there is strewn with crystal-filled circular boul¬ 
ders that are ‘conceived’ underground and ‘born’ often 
via the cliffs onto the beach. 

■ WHERE would you still like to go? 

China - our plane had an abortive take-off from Hong 
Kong last year and so we spent an unexpected night in 
Hong Kong which has whetted my appetite to see more 
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of what is in my view the real China. 

■ WHICH football team do you support and what 
are their chances this season? 

I’ve supported Tottenham Hotspur since the early 1970s 
and I’m glad to say that I think this year ‘we’ can finish 
in the top five securing a place in European Competition 
next year. It’s about time they won the FA Cup again - so 
fingers crossed on that one. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party and why? 

Nikola Tesla - a very clever man who could tell us how 
to sort out our future energy needs. 

Michelangelo di Lodovico Buonarroti Simoni or Mike 
to his friends - another man way ahead of his time - 
would love to hear what he would be working on now if 
he was still alive. 

Ronnie Rosenthal - an ex-professional footballer who 
had a short spell with Spurs - so I could chat about Spurs 
but also say that I would have scored against Aston Villa 
when he managed to miss an open goal from about two 
yards out. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

I’m reading a book about the origins of Freemasonry - 
lots of thought provoking ideas linking ancient stories to 
modern belief systems and how and when what we know 
today as Freemasons may have evolved. The last film was 
Stranger than Fiction, courtesy of a work colleague, 
classed as a comedy but found quite an interesting con¬ 
cept.

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Proposal for new West Bay festival 


WEST Bay could become Edinburgh-on-Sea if plans 
for a new festival along the esplanade are given the 
green light. 

In the 1950’s the esplanade was regularly closed for 
community events and Bridport town councillor Karl 
Wallace last week raised the possibility of re-igniting 
that tradition. 

“There appears to have been a history of it so why 
not let’s go back down that avenue,” he said. 

“There is a natural high pavement along the es¬ 
planade which lends itself to a stage, there is the turn¬ 
ing circle at the end which could be used and there is 
the new area there as well. You could have several 
people doing several things at a time down there.” 

Councillor Wallace has been discussing the possibil¬ 
ity with kiosk holders and nearby residents. After ini¬ 
tial caution from some kiosk holders he now believes 
they would welcome a festival as long as they had ve¬ 
hicle access to their outlets.

“I think it would be perfect for a festival or as part 
of a bigger festival with Bridport. We could have a 
comedy festival, a mini fringe festival like they have 
in Edinburgh, it could be really exciting,” he said. 

“It would definitely bring a lot more people to the 
area so it could only be good for tourism.” 

Town councillor Roger Stoodley supported the idea. 
He said: “I’m talking 60 years ago now but in the sum¬ 
mer we used to have dances on the esplanade. We’d 
usually just play music through the speakers but then 
sometimes we would have a live band there as well. 

“I think if we closed it too often then it would lose 
its impetus but I would certainly support the occa¬ 
sional event there. I think it would be good for every¬ 
body down at West Bay. It used to be well supported 
and I’m sure it would be again.” 


Councillor Wallace also suggested closing the es¬ 
planade from Thursday to Sunday throughout the 
summer months, providing a regular street entertain¬ 
ment space and also helping deal with the problems 
of ‘boy racers’ along the stretch of road. 

The idea has been met with concern from some 
councillors, who believe there are other more pertinent 
issues to be dealt with. 

Councillor Martin Ray said: “This idea first come 
about five or six years ago at West Dorset District 
Council when it was suggested by the technical serv¬ 
ices officer who was new to the council and it was 
thrown out. This idea has not been discussed with the 
local Liberal Democrats but the first thing we would 
want to do is properly consult with the local residents. 

“This is not part of the town plan and there are other 
ideas which need to come forward first.” 

The idea was raised at the town council’s highways 
and transportation sub-committee last week.

BRIDPORT CRIME UPDATE 


Nine people hurt 
in A35 crash 

NINE People were taken to Dorset County Hospital on 
Monday afternoon after a four car crash on the A3 5. 

The collision occurred two miles west of Winter¬ 
bourne Abbas when a red and silver Mitsubishi 4x4, 
travelling towards Bridport, veered into oncoming traf¬ 
fic. 

The Mitsubishi collided with three cars travelling in 
the opposite direction; a silver Mercedes, silver Mazda 
and a green Volkswagen Passat. 

Occupants were trapped in both the Mercedes and 
Volkswagen cars and had to be rescued by the Fire 
Brigade, Ambulance and Air Ambulance crews. 

The incident which took place around 1:20pm on 
Monday afternoon closed the road in both directions for 
two hours. 

Nine people in total were taken to hospital with a 
range of injuries, some serious; next of kin have been 
informed. 

New lights could 
cost thousands 

NEW heritage lighting columns in Bridport town centre 
could cost thousands to install. 

Towns throughout Dorset are currently having their 
street lamps reviewed as part of a 25-year project to up¬ 
date to more efficient lighting. 

Southern Electric Contracting in partnership with 
Dorset County Council are overseeing the project to 
bring the county’s lighting up to British standards. 

Bridport Town Council have requested that heritage 
columns are installed in the town centre but these could 
come at a cost of around £900 each. 

The heritage columns would be black and more in 
keeping with surroundings than standard streetlights. 

They would also have a facility for hanging banners 
and Christmas lighting and possibly have in built plug 
sockets for use by stallholders. 

Town Clerk Daryl Chambers has requested that her¬ 
itage columns are installed in East, West and South 
Street, but not until the council has been fully consulted 
on the design of the columns. The total needed is not 
yet known but is expected to be between 25 and 30.

Local scientist wins NASA award 


■ A RETIRED scientist in Brid¬ 
port has won an award from 
space exploration experts NASA 
after designing a device to har¬ 
ness the power of lightning. 

Ian Gallon, who has lived in 
Bridport for the last 16 years, 
beat over 700 other entrants 
with his idea for Electra. 

The challenge, posed by NASA 
and administrated by Innocen- 
tive, was titled "Lightning as an 
Alternative Energy Source". 

Ian was one of eight award 
winners in the challenge but the 
only entrant to win an award in 
three of the four sections of the 
challenge. 

Ian's design worked as both a 
protection method for NASA 
sites, particularly in Midwest 
America where lightning storms 
are regular occurrences, as well 
as converting the lightning itself 
into heat energy. 

Ian said: "It's not a trivial thing 
to do but having got the final 
idea it took me about a week. I 
spent a month trying out ideas, 
which didn't work out before 
that. 

"I don't know what NASA will 
do with it now, I have no contact 
with them myself. The idea I've 
presented could be developed 
and made into a viable proposi¬ 
tion but whether they are inter¬ 
ested in doing it I don't know, we 
will have to wait and see."

Ian is currently working on an¬ 
other NASA challenge to de¬ 
velop a new method for 
monitoring underground nu¬ 
clear testing. 
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New'seagull proof bags put to the test 


NEW seagull proof waste sacks 
are being trialled in Bridport and 
Lyme Regis to tackle the problem 
of rubbish strewn across the 
streets. 

The sacks can hold two to three 
bags full of rubbish at a time and 
can be folded down for easy stor¬ 
age when not in use. 

Bridport Town Council’s Envi¬ 
ronment Committee have negoti¬ 
ated a deal with West Dorset 
District Council to provide the 
sacks for a reduced rate of £5. 

Chairman of the Environment 
Committee, Councillor Dave 
Rickard, said: “We have been try¬ 
ing to get access to these bags

since last September. 

“The most important thing for 
me is that this is a softer solution, 
it is a more flexible option than the 
wheelie bins which a lot of people 
have been calling for. 

“This does the same job but it can 
be folded up and taken indoors af¬ 
terwards. 

“This is a pilot, and they are at a 
reduced price, so we urge people 
living in the town to use them." 

Bridport Town Councillor Ros 
Kayes added: “We were aware that 
much of the waste coming from 


bin bags comes from shops as well 
as residents and although West 
Dorset were initially sceptical, 
when we explained that the collec¬ 
tion times for the trade waste af¬ 
fects the length of time the bags 
are out, they could see the ration¬ 
ale.” 

There are currently 100 of the 
seagull proof sacks on trial in Brid¬ 
port and Lyme Regis, they are 
available from Mountfield in Brid¬ 
port and Lyme Regis TIC. 

WDDC services manager Ian 
Doyle said: “It’s great, it gives 
people the ability to be flexible and 
it meets the local demand.”

DOES the sudden 'bolt-for-the-line' decision by 
Palmers to find a purchaser to sign-up a lease for 
The Old Swan, Toller, in just six weeks'time, and 
sell Palmers' beer for them for up to 999 years, 
look rather hasty, after 12 years of'Shutdown, Di¬ 
lapidate and Rot'?

25th) to hear Tony Flux, 
Coastal Zone Project 
Manager for West Dorset 


National Trust, give an il¬ 
lustrated talk on ‘Caring 
for The Coast: The Next 
100 Years’. 

The audience com¬ 
prised members of the 


Golden Cap Centre of the 
National Trust and the 
general public. 

In an absorbing presen¬ 
tation with superb graph¬ 
ics, Tony illustrated just 
how our coast has 
evolved over thousands 
of years and explained 
how today’s landslides 
and rock falls are not 
only part of that natural 
process but also how 
they make our coastline 
so special. 

Our coastline is 
nonetheless under ever- 
increasing threat from 
erosion and to adapt ef¬ 
fectively to sea level rise 
and climate change we 
need to plan at least 50 to 
100 years ahead. 

In the South West, the 
Trust cares for 716 kilo¬ 
metres of coastline, in¬ 
cluding around a quarter 


of the Jurassic World 
Heritage Coastline, and 
35 per cent of its erosion 
‘hot spots’ are in this part 
of the world. 

Each one requires a 
unique long term man¬ 
agement plan, balancing 
ecological and socio-eco¬ 
nomic factors, and Tony 
dealt in some detail with 
the plans developed or 
being developed for sites 
or ‘cells’ in our area. 

Surveys have shown 
that we regard visits to 
the coast as important to 
our quality of life. 

Working with others, 
the Trust’s aim - through 
its Shifting Shores policy 
- is to ensure that future 
generations will also be 
able to experience the 
beauty and peace of the 
coast, although it may 
well look very different.

Don't forget your compost bins this winter! 


WITH winter just around 
the comer Dorset County 
Council are reminding 
residents to continue 
using their compost bins 
during the colder months. 

Robert Gould, Dorset 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for the environ¬ 
ment, said: “Home com¬ 
posting is easy to do all 
year round. Autumn is an 
excellent time of year as 
there is a great deal of 
nutrient-rich waste avail¬ 
able - old bedding plants, 
grass cuttings, autumn 
leaves and prunings can 
all be composted. 

“It is an inexpensive, 
natural process which is 
much better for the envi¬ 
ronment than sending un¬ 
cooked kitchen and 
garden waste to landfill. 


“It currently costs the 
county council around 
£70 for each tonne of 
waste sent to landfill and 
this is set to rise dramati¬ 
cally over the next few 
years.” 

Top tips to keep com¬ 
posting this autumn are: 

• Use a lawnmower to 
pick leaves up: This 
shreds the leaves and 
helps the composting 
process; 

• Help next year’s plants 
grow by making use of 
this year’s tired vegeta¬ 
tion: Adding old bedding 
plants to your compost 
mix will help to capture 
all the nutrients and will 
give new plants a great 
start when you wake the 
garden back up in the 
spring. 


• Bring the inside, out¬ 
side! A third of house¬ 
hold waste can be 
composted at home; any¬ 
thing from loo roll tubes 
and egg boxes to coffee 
grounds and tea leaves 
can all go in your com¬ 
post bin 

• Make your compost 
mixture more a-peel-ing: 
Don’t forget to regularly 
add suitable kitchen 
waste to your compost. 

To produce good com¬ 
post, the key is to get the 
correct balance of mate¬ 
rials as air is essential to 
the process. 

By mixing the material 
up, as you fill your bin, 
this creates air pockets 
and helps to keep it 
healthy. 

Try and aim for a 50/50 


mix of ‘greens’ (veg¬ 
etable peelings, grass 
cuttings, old flowers and 
bedding plants) and 
‘browns’ (garden prun¬ 
ings, coffee grounds, tis¬ 
sues and paper napkins, 
cardboard, vacuum 
cleaner dust). It is best 
not to overfill it. 

For those that are not 
already home compost¬ 
ing there has never been 
a better time to get 
started. 

Dorset councils have 
teamed up with bin man¬ 
ufacturer Straight PLC to 
provide a range of com¬ 
post bins, kitchen caddies 
and water butts at bargain 
prices.

Residents' concerns grow 
over West Bay road junction 


RESIDENTS on a West 
Bay housing estate fear 
that someone will have to 
be killed before safety 
measures are taken at the 
junction leading to their 
homes. 

At Bridport Town 
Council’s highways and 
transportation sub-com¬ 
mittee last week, council¬ 
lors once again supported 
a request for a convex 
mirror at the entrance to 
the Wanderwell housing 
estate on West Bay Road. 

Nick Gregory has lived 


at Wanderwell for six 
years. Mr Gregory led a 
petition three years ago 
asking for safety meas¬ 
ures at the junction. 

“As soon as we moved 
in here we found a prob¬ 
lem getting in and out. At 
the weekends the traffic 
was continuous,” he said. 

“When you try to turn 
right traffic comes round 
that bend at a minimum 
of 30mph, some doing 
even 70mph. We haven’t 
a chance of getting out 
because of the speed of 


the traffic. 

“Most people in Wan¬ 
derwell are elderly and 
their judgement is 
slower. How no one here 
has not been killed I’ll 
never know. 

“We were so frightened 
we had a new back en¬ 
trance made because we 
kept on trying to get 
things done and nothing 
was happening, but we 
are the only ones in Wan¬ 
derwell who have 
enough land and an ac¬ 
cess to do that.” 

Phillippa King has 
lived at Wanderwell for 
eight years. She said: “I 
think they are just wait¬ 
ing for someone to get 
badly injured or killed. 

“There have been a 
couple of little accidents 
but nothing too serious 
yet but its because we are 
all so very careful. 

“There is a sign up 
there which says there is 
a junction but its on a 
corner and people don’t 
realise that we can’t see 
round it. It would be 
great to have a mirror it 
really would.” 

A Dorset County Coun¬ 


cil spokesman said: “It 
was previously decided 
not to place a mirror at 
the junction. 

“Mirrors have inherent 
problems in that they can 
be vandalised, get 
steamed up and it is dif¬ 
ficult to gauge the speed 
of vehicles. There are 
signs on West Bay Road, 
including ‘slow’ signs 
with bar markings ap¬ 
proaching from The 
Crown roundabout and a 
‘side road ahead’ sign. 

“There have been no 
recorded personal injury 
collisions at this junction 
in the last three years and 
it would be difficult to 
justify additional meas¬ 
ures. 

“We would not put 
speed bumps on a main 
road as it would cause 
problems for the emer¬ 
gency services and noise 
for residents. We would 
only use a 20mph limit in 
town centres, outside 
schools or in a residential 
area where there is a col¬ 
lision problem. However, 
we would listen to any 
requests and visit the site 
to investigate.”

Why the Legion is Mark's 
personal favourite charity 


G unner Mark 
Stonelake, of 29 
Commando Regi¬ 
ment, Royal Artillery, 
had his left leg ampu¬ 
tated in December 2008 
in Afghanistan, when 
the vehicle he was driv¬ 
ing hit a roadside bomb. 

As well as losing a leg, 
the blast also left him 
with a badly damaged 
right foot, fractured 
back, broken bones in 
both legs and broken 
nose, jaw and teeth. 

A friend and colleague 
also in the vehicle at the 
time has been left per¬ 
manently brain-dam- 
aged by the incident, 
and has to communicate 
through a computer. 

Mark is still serving in 
the British Armed Forces, 
along with his fiancee 
Donna Canty, an Able 
Seaman in the Royal 
Navy. 

He is one of the first 
wounded soldiers to 
have benefited from the 
Battle Back programme 
whilst receiving treat¬ 
ment at Headley Court, 
after he took to the skies 
in a glider whilst still re¬ 
covering from the IED 
blast.

The Royal British Legion has commit¬ 
ted the funding to build, equip and 
operate the Battle Back Challenge 
Centre (BBCC) and Personnel Recovery 
Centres (PRCs), part of the MoD's Per¬ 
sonnel Recovery Capability, which will 
be designed for rehabilitating injured 
Service personnel through the 
medium of sports and adventurous 
training. 

Mark recently took part in the 
Sail4Heroes fundraiser, sailing from 
Plymouth to London, in order to raise 
money for the Royal British Legion and 
is also a member of the Legion. 

The Legion is funding necessary 
home adaptations to Mark's home, in 


order to make it easier for him to carry 
out essential everyday activities. 
Adaptations will include building an 
extension to the house to have a wet 
room. 

"The Royal British Legion is my per¬ 
sonal favourite charity, and the people 
at the Legion down in Devon are help¬ 
ing me while I'm in the Army, but I 
know that help will continue, should 
myself or my family need it if I leave 
the Army," he says. 

Mark appears in the Legion's 2010 
Poppy Appeal poster campaign and 
TV commercial. He lives in Devon with 
his fiancee Donna and their nine 
month old daughter, Grace.

greens, and purples are 
cool colors because 
they have a relaxing 
and calming affect. In 
general warm colors 
work well in places 
where there should be 
activity and interaction, 
like the kitchen and liv¬ 
ing room, and cool col¬ 
ors are most 
appreciated in rooms 
where the aim is relax¬ 
ation and calmness, like 
the bedroom and bath¬ 
room. 

That’s not to say you 
can’t mix things up and 
put a relaxing color 
somewhere busy -- my 
mom has green in her 
living room and it’s still 
the lively hub of the 
house, although I do 
find the walls relaxing 
to look at. Here are 
some basics about each 
of the major color 
groups: 

Red is the most emo¬ 
tionally intense of all 
the colors and is known 
to raise the heart rate, 
increase blood pressure, 


and speed up breath¬ 
ing. It draws the eye so 
is often used for accents 
only, although because 
it also stimulates the ap¬ 
petite it can be a good 
choice for the walls of a 
formal dining room 
(and restaurants). 

Yellow speeds the me¬ 
tabolism, enhances 
concentration, and in¬ 
spires optimism and 
happiness. If over-used, 
however, it can become 
too stimulating and can 
instead lead people to 
become tense and 
crabby. 

Blue One of the most 
popular "favorite” col¬ 
ors, blue has the oppo¬ 
site effect of red: it 
calms, relaxes, inspires 
tranquility, and sup¬ 
presses appetite. The 
downside of blue is that 
it can come off as cold 
or depressing. Blue is 
often used in bedrooms 
and studies. 

Green is similar to 
blue but more versatile. 
It does not suppress ap¬ 


petite (perhaps because 
so many foods in nature 
are green) and in its 
lighter shades can be 
both cheerful and relax¬ 
ing. 

Violet is one of the 
most unpredictable col¬ 
ors in that people react 
unpredictably to it. It 
can seem artificial and 
intense, or very roman¬ 
tic and sophisticated. In 
general children re¬ 
spond better to shades 


of purple than adults. 

White is bright, fresh, 
and neutral so it goes 
with everything. White 
enhances natural light 
and makes things ap¬ 
pear clean. Too much 
white, however, can be¬ 
come stark and sterile. 

Brown is earthy, 
warm, and calming. It 
implies feelings of thick¬ 
ness and strength and 
pairs well with most 
other colors.

MAKING your own cushions is a fantastic way to recycle old materials for a 
new, functional purpose. If you need replacement cushions , or are thinking 
up a new interior design scheme > why not opt for making your own bespoke 
cushions? 

Getting Started 

If you want to learn to make your own cushions, a simple square cushion is 
the easiest way to get started. But just because it's simple doesn't mean it can't 
be beautiful. You have design choices even with square cushions. You cushion 
can be enhanced with standard piping, ruched trim, applique designs, even 
tassels and fringing. 

Foam for the inside of your cushion is available in a range of pre-measured 
sizes. 

Cushion Making Instructions 

Here are the steps to make your own cushions: 

1 .To make the cover, begin by measuring the foam pad. Add an inch to each 
measurement.This will give you a half-inch allowance on all sides. 

2. Cut two pieces of fabric to these measurements. This will give you two 
identical square pieces of fabric. 

3. Pin the two pieces of fabric together, making sure that the finished side of 
both pieces is facing in. In other words, you are assembling the cover "inside 
out." 

4.Sew around three edges and all four corners, but leave one edge open. 

5. Now, turn the fabric "right side out" and insert the foam. 

6. Turn under the edges of the opening to match the other edges and slip- 
stitch (a slipstitch is a concealed stitch used for sewing folded edges). 

7. Now you can add embellishments like piping or fringe if you wish. Other 
options include adding a zipper or leaving an opening so you can remove 
the cushion cover for cleaning. 

Once you master this simple type of cushion, you can branch out into other 
designs and techniques.

FROM her Calendar of Sonnets (published in 
America in 1886) this is Helen Jackson's verse 
for November. 

NOVEMBER 

This is the treacherous month when autumn days 
With summer's voice come bearing summer's gifts. 

Beguiled, the pale down-trodden aster lifts 
Her head and blooms again. The soft, warm haze 
Makes moist once more the sere and dusty ways, 
And, creeping through where dead leaves lie 
in drifts, 

The violet returns. Snow noiseless sifts 
Ere night, an icy shroud, which morning's rays 
Will idly shine upon and slowly melt, 

Too late to bid the violet live again. 

The treachery, at last, too late, is plain; 

Bare are the places where the sweet flowers dwelt. 
What joy sufficient hath November felt? 
What profit from the violet's day of pain? 

AS we approach the 92nd anniversary of 
Armistice Day it is an appropriate time to 
have a poem written by a soldier. Some time 
ago I visited a regimental website and found 
these comments: "It’s the Military, not the re¬ 
porter who has given us the freedom of the 
Press. It’s the Military, not the poet who has 
given us the freedom of speech. It's the Mili¬ 
tary, not the politicians that ensures our right 
to Life, Liberty, and the pursuit of Happiness. 
It's the Military, that salutes the flag, that 


serves beneath it, whose coffins are draped 
by it." On the same website was this poem, 
written by an unknown soldier. 

THE FINAL INSPECTION 

The soldier stood and faced his God, 
Which must always come to pass. 

He hoped his shoes were shining, 

Just as brightly as his brass. 

'Step forward now, you soldier, 

How shall I deal with you? 

Have you always turned the other cheek? 

To My Church have you been true?' 

The soldier squared his shoulders and said, 
'No, Lord, I guess I ain't 
Because those of us who carry guns, 

Can't always be a saint. 

I've had to work most Sundays, 

And at times my talk was tough. 

And sometimes I've been violent, 
Because the world is awful rough. 

But, I never took a penny, 

That wasn't mine to keep... 

Though I worked a lot of overtime, 

When the bills got just too steep. 

And I never passed a cry for help, 
Though at times I shook with fear. 


And sometimes, God, forgive me, 

I've wept unmanly tears. 

I know I don't deserve a place, 

Among the people here. 

They never wanted me around, 

Except to calm their fears. 

If you've a place for me here, Lord, 

It needn't be so grand. 

I never expected or had too much, 

But if you don't, I'll understand. 

There was a silence all around the throne, 
Where the saints had often trod. 

As the soldier waited quietly, 

For the judgment of his God. 

'Step forward now, you soldier, 

You've borne your burdens well. 

Walk peacefully on Heaven's streets; 
You've done your time in Hell.'

DSA to stop publishing questions used in theory tests 


THE Driving Standards 
Agency is to stop publishing 
the multiple choice ques¬ 
tions and answers used in 
theory tests, Road Safety 
Minister Mike Penning an¬ 
nounced today. 

This will help to ensure 


that new drivers learn the 
principles behind driving 
theory rather than just 
learning answers. 

The move follows the in¬ 
troduction of independent 
driving into the driving test 
and the DSA's decision to 


stop publishing test routes 
in October 2010, to make 
sure the test assesses a 
learner's ability to drive and 
not their capacity to memo¬ 
rise routes. 

Mike Penning said: 

"The driving theory test 


should help to prepare driv¬ 
ers for real life on the road - 
good driving is not just 
about vehicle-handling 
skills, but also about having 
the knowledge and under¬ 
standing of safe driving the¬ 
ory.

Football festival to celebrate 
new hi-tech supergrass pitch 


YOUNG footballers from West Dorset 
will be taking part in a festival of foot¬ 
ball to test out the district's new third 
generation artificial pitch. 

The state-of-the-art surface at Dorch¬ 
ester's Thomas Hardye Leisure Centre is 
filled with rubber crumbs and able to 
withstand more intensive use than a 
traditional grass pitch. It also needs 
lower maintenance and isn't affected by 
severe weather conditions. 

On Saturday, November 6th, youth 
teams from Dorchester, Bere Regis and 
Puddletown will take part in a series of 
mini football matches and FA skill 
coaches and players from Dorchester 
Town Football Club will be on hand to 
help the aspiring footballers improve 
their technique. 

The Magpies will be using the new 
pitch as the main training facility for the 
first team. The district council has been 
working with the club and other local 
teams to increase the number of young 
people playing football. 

The surface, which meets interna¬ 
tional football authorities' standards, 
has been designed to improve player 
comfort, minimise injuries and reduce 
ball bounce. 

The new supergrass can be used by 
the community and bookings can be 
made by contacting the leisure centre. 
Students at Thomas Hardye School will 
also be using the new pitch as part of 
their PE lessons. 

West Dorset District Council Chairman 
Ronald Coatsworth will officially open 
the new pitch and give out certificates 
to those taking part in the festival. 

Cllr Coatsworth said: "We are de¬ 


lighted that West Dorset residents and 
local teams such as Dorchester Town 
Football Club and the local youth teams 
now have access to these state-of-the- 
art-facilities. 

"Local people have been able to use 
the new pitch since the summer and we 
have been thrilled with the number of 
people booking the pitches. 

This will be a great asset for West 
Dorset and a boost to local football. I 
hope these new facilities will encourage 
more people across the district to take 
up the sport." 

Scott Symes from Dorchester Town 
Youth said: "This new surface provides 
an outstanding opportunity for local 
young players to enjoy their football 
and to develop their technical ability all 
year round, whatever the weather." 

The district council secured £124,400 
from the Football Foundation to resur¬ 
face the artificial turf pitch and kick- 
start a three year programme to 
promote football in Dorchester and the 
surrounding area. Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil also provided funding for the new 
pitch. 

Funded by the Premier League,The FA 
and the Government, the Football 
Foundation is the nation's largest sports 
charity. Launched in July 2000, the 
Foundation celebrated its tenth an¬ 
niversary this summer and has so far 
supported 8,000 community sports 
projects worth £920m. 

In Dorset alone it has funded 129 
community projects worth £3.8m.

Speed sailors 
welcomed home 


LAST week saw an interesting array of 
sailors from all over the globe, including 73 
year old Fred Ball, competing in the Dakine 
Weymouth Speed Week at the Weymouth 
and Portland National Sailing Academy 
(WPNSA). 

The event started in 1973 and is the oldest 
running speed event in the world, making 
Weymouth the original home of speed sail¬ 
ing in its pure form. The official British 
Championships ensured that all possible was 
done to allow harbour records to be broken, 
by kitesurfers, windsurfers and sailors. The 
event is centred on an accurately measured 
500 metre course located in Portland Har¬ 
bour. This provides the challenge for the 
speed sailor to pit his wits against the ele¬ 
ments. 

The lack of rules provides the ideal oppor¬ 
tunity for both experts and dreamers to build 
the type of boats which, but for this event, 
would never see the light of day; competitors 
can be referred to as drivers, sailors or pilots. 
Mirabaud LX, competing in their first ever 
speed week, was designed to fly on its hy¬ 
drofoils. 2010 once again saw many return¬ 
ing racers set to take on the course with their 
new craft, undeterred by their failures and 
delighted when their good ideas worked. 

Competitors help develop the sport and 
grow it internationally, to push the limits of 
other national and world records. The course 
at Weymouth is suited to all competitors 
from boats to the kiters, so if the wind blows, 
harbour records could fall. 

Despite being held in autumn every year to 
tie in with the Winter Equinox in the pursuit 


of high winds, there were no new harbour 
records for 2010 and the record still stands 
with Anders Bringdal, who achieved a speed 
of 38.2 knots in 2008. 

The week, however, did see some exciting 
racing with trials taking part every day of the 
event and 33 knots being the highest speed 
recorded. The final standings were lsta 
place kite boarder, James Longmuir at 
33.419 knots; 2nd place Sailboat, Kevin 
Greenslade at 32.753 and; 3rd place kite 
boarder David Williams at 32.075 knots. 

John Tweed, Chief Executive at the 
WPNSA, commented: “Dakine Weymouth 
Speed Week holds a special place in the 
hearts of Weymouth and Portland residents 
as well as the speed challenging world. 
Dorset has been the chosen annual venue for 
this unique event since 1973 and interna¬ 
tional speedsters flock to the flat waters of 
Portland Harbour year on year to put their 
latest technological evolutions and experi¬ 
ments to the ultimate test. 

“This historical event with a modem devel¬ 
opmental hook will continue with the acad¬ 
emy into the next decade and beyond 
bringing the delights of speed record break¬ 
ing stars to our shores.”
